TO ADVANTAGE. 


“Times” Cooking °School’s 


cooking school yesterday—in the form 
of croquettes—and they were the best 
brains ever, judging from the way 
they disappeared when passed about 
in the audience. | 

“Now that the Lenten season is 
here,” observed Mrs, Hgffner-Ginger, 
as she measured Swift's Silver Leaf 
lard into the iron kettle for the deep 
fat frying of the croquettes and frit- 
ters, “many people let up on meats. 
Whether you observe Lent or not, it is 
well not to overcharge the blood with 
too much meat. I am not a faddist on 
any one food; I believe that every- 
thing that God has made for food has 
its place; but we must give heed to 
the selection and combination of food; 
Wwe must take account also of the in- 
dividual, and of the occupation, for 
we all know that what is one man's 
meat is another man's poison. There 
are people in such perfect health that 
they don’t know they have stomachs 
they can digest everything.” 
“Deep fat frying,” she went on as 
the lard began to bubble in the ket- 
tle, “is something that one shou 
know all about if she is going to in- 
dulge in it;- your croquettes and frit- 
ters must not be grease-soaked. So 
many palatable dishes can be made 
by this method—made-over dishes 
cooked vegetables and bits and ends 
put together with a little egg and 
bread crumbs. Olive oil is the best 
thing to fry in—the good San Fernan- 
do Valley olive oil. We all know that 
the French are the best cooks in the 
world when it comes to making de- 
licious, dainty, pretty little dishes. 
They never waste anything, and it is 
not necessary to throw anything—not 
even the tiniest feather of celery— 
every fiber of food can be saved and 
utilized. It: is the big mind—not the 
small one—that grasps this idea of 
using up the scraps. 

“First I will make the sauces to 
serve on the frittere—a white sauce 
and a brown sauce. The brown sauce, 
you know, is the basis for so many 
different kinds. You should plan to 
have in a glass jar some browned flour 
which you have previously meade 
ready for use. You may add a little 
caramel, if you like, besides the flour 
to ma the sauce browner.” 
RECIPE FOR BROWN SAUCE. 


Mrs. Haffner-Ginger then proceeded 
to make the brown sauce according 
to the following recipe: Two table-’ 
spoonfuls of melted butter; three ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour browen in but- 
ter: one and one-half cups of beef 
stock or milk or water. 3 
White cause: Two tablespoonfuls 
of butter very hot; three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour. mixed with one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt; a dash of cayenne 
pepper: one and one-half cups of hot 
milk, white stock, or water. | 
Hollandaise sauce: One-half cup 
butter creamed; yolks of four eggs, 
one by one; one tablespoonful lemon 
juice, salt to taste, pinch each of Cay- 
enne and of nutmeg: one cup bolling 
water. 
“Does that look all right?’ asked 
the cooking expert, as she dipped up 
a spoonful of the brown sauce. 
“Fine,” answ a chorus of 
voices. 
She then proceeded to make the 
croquettes—first the rice and after 
that, the oyster, peach, pimiento, and 


n. 
Rice croquettes: Two cups boiled 
rice; three eggs reserving the whites 
to roll the croquettes in; one-@urth 
cup butter; three tablespoonfuls 
milk; one-half teaspoonful scraped 
onion: salt and cayenne to _ taste; 
half a cup grated cheese, peg ham 
or a cup of minced chicken or brains. 
Mre. Haffner-Ginger then shaped 
the croquettes in a smali-sized ice- 
cream mold, dipped them in the 
white of egg and rolled them in 
bread crumbs and dropped them in- 
to the hot fat. 
“T've got an idea that’s worth 
while,” .remarked one woman, sotto 
voce, as she made a note of using 
the little icecream mold for shaping 
the croquettes. 
In frying the oyster croquettes Mrs. 
Haffner-Ginger sounded a note of 
warning, 
“Oysters,” she said, “cook very 
quickly as we all know. If cooked 
too long they afe tough and not fit 
to eat; therefore, you must Tremem- 
ber to drop your oyster croquettes 
into very hot fat—for other kinds of 
croquettes it need not be so hot.” 
HELPFUL RECIPES. 

Oyster croquettes: One cup raw 
chopped oysters; one-fourth cup 
cracker crumbs; yolks of two eggs; 
one teaspoonful butter; one table- 
spoonful onion juice; moisten with 
brains; “mix with white of one egg 
roll in bread crumbs and fry in very 
hot lard, 

Brain croquettes: Parboil for five 
minutes one set of brains; season 
with salt and pepper; add one-third 
as much bread or cracker crumbs as 
brains; mix with white of one egz 
whipped stiff and two tablespoon- 
fule of cream; dip in egg, roll in 
crumbs and fry brown; dress with 
parsley. 

In addition to the dishes concocted 
yesterday by Mra.

IVES IN SLIME 
TO THE RESCUE 


‘After diving for 25 minutes ta ap 


oll and creosote, Acting Lieut. George 
A. Sparks of the police department 
heroically recovered the body of 12- 
year old William Waddock, who had 
entered the place with three youthful 
companions for a swim. 
It was to have been the first swim 
of the season for the four boys who 
had been anxiously testing the te 
perature of the greasy hole for sev- 
eral weeks. After a scouting party 
Friday night, when he shed shoes and 
stockings to get the temperature of 
the water with his bare foot, Wad- 
dock notified his friends that swim- 
ming time had come, — 
Yesterday being a holiday from 
school, the four boys did their chores) 
early and started for their swim about 
+ o'clock. They were William Wad- 
dock, "No. 1606 East Fortieth street; 
Clyde Owens, No. 1869 East Thirty- 
ninth street; Forrest Rand, No. 1839 
East Thirty-ninth street, and Marley 
Fox, No. 1678 Bast Thirty-eighth 
street. None was over 12 years old. 
“Billy” Waddock was the first off 
with his clothes and he dove into the 
pool. It was a pitiful swimming hole 
as such places go, with a thick scum 
of grease over the surface, the water 
sticky and thick with the oil, and @ 
bottom four feet deep with a giue-like 
deposit. 

Waddock dived into the center, 
where there is a depth of some twenty 
feet. The three waited for him to 
come up. They saw the boy’s arm 
shoot out. His head came to the sur- 
face for a second, then disap 
while his arms continued to wave. 
They didn't realize the horror of it 
for more than a minute. Then they 
threw poles for Waddock to grasp. 
He couldn't see because of the oil and 
grease in his eyes. After a precious 
waste of time experimenting to save 
him they ran for help. | 
Aeting Lieutenant Sparks, with 
Patrolman Shipman and another as- 
sistant, rushed to the pool from the 
University Station. There was no sign 


his attempts to find the body. On the 
ninth trip to the bottom, after the 
exposure of twenty-five minutes, he 
crawled along, feeling his way. ‘ He 
found the body slowly sinking to 
the morass at the bottom.

ALBANY (N. Y.) Feb. 15.—[Ex- 


[clusive Dispatch.j] Gov. Sulzer hates 


to see New York spend $700,000 in 
connection with the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition at San Francisco in 1915 
and have nothing left at the conclu- 
sion of the exposition to show for 
it. He said today that he favors 
spending as much as $250,000 for a 
permanent memorial to be set up at 
the entrance to the Golden Gate. 

It would be the Governor's idea to 
have such a memorial to represent 
some great world thought, much on 
the plan of the Statue of Liberty in 
New York Harbor. 

“That shows the traveler the idea of 
‘liberty enlightening the world,’” 
said the Governor, “and as the old 
saying goes, ‘westward the path of 
empire takes its way,” I should 
think an fllustration of the thought 
that ‘so far and no farther can the 
tide of man go’ would be appropriate 
for a Golden Gate memorial. That 
is the end of the emigrant’'s trail.”

HE WOOLEN SCHEDULE. 

The National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers are meeting Democratic fig- 
ures of rhetoric with figurere of arithmetic. 
They show that under the present tariff 
the average profits of making woolen goods 
range from 5 to 7 per cent., and that the 
wages of operatives in American woolen 
mille are 50 per cent. greater than in Eng- 
land and twice as much as on the continent 
of Europe. 

The woolen industry in the United States 
has been bullt up to its present propor- 
tions largely, if not entirely, by a protec- 
tive tariff. It is a legitimate and not a 
speculative business. Woolen goods are as 
necefsary as food. If the tariff on them 
shall be materially reduced the mills here 
must either go out of business or the wages 
of operatives must be lessened to the Bel- 
gian or British standard. Operatives who 
have been receiving $13 a week will not 
accept the German wage of $6.50 or even 
the British wage of $9 a week. They will 
seek other avenues of empioyment, and the 
great woolen manufacturing industry of 
this country will be crushed. 

The number of establishments in the 
United States in 1909 engaged in the manu- 
facture of woolen goods was 1126. The 
number of wage earners was 201,751. The 
capital employed was $506,323,000, and the 
value of the product was $507,219,000. 


The average expenditure of the American 
people for woolen goods is about $5.50 per 
capita per annum. A tariff reduction that

HILD LABOR. 

The report from the Factory Investt- 
gating Commission in New York State, 
among other startling sta‘ements, contains 
the following: “Of 1259 children found at 
work in thirty-three sheds, the eldest was 


14 years old and the ngest 3.” A signifi- - 


cant addition to this statement is: “Many 
of the canners are opposed to the employ- 
ment of children, but . the parents 
of the children force them to work.” 

In California, where the worth of -child- 
hood is so amply appreciated, the idea of 
little tots from 3 years up working long 
hours in canning sheds seems almost in- 
credible. The youngsters who, during rush 
times work in our own drying yards, un- 
der healthy open-air conditions, are all 
over 14 years of age and are never tasked 
beyond their strength. They are volun- 
teers—not pressed by their parents into 
an unwilling service. 

Why are conditions so different out West 
from those revealed by the New York ‘State 
Factory Commission? This is not a mat- 
ter of legislation. New York has wise laws 
for regulating labor among wonien and 


children. The difference is one of parent-| 


age. Demagogues and muckrakers love to 


fasten al] the ills in the world onto “bioat- | 
ed capitalism” or “big business.” They*, 


have set down the curse of child labor to 
the greed of employers. The report of the 
New York Commission telis a different tale. 
Not the employers but the parents are re- 
sponsible in New York State for this crime 


against childhood. 


The worst cases of child labor in every 
big city are not found in factories and 
workshops open to inspection; they are 
hidden in the tenements, the cellars and 
garrets, in—God save the mark!-—the 


“homes” of the shiftless and the dissolute | 


who, through ignorance or brutality, re- 


verse the natural order of work and rest. 


Legisiation to help the children must be 
enforced wherever conditions show the 
need of it. Legislation alone, however, falls 
short of the mark. Our young children con- 
stitute the coming nation.

Years ago, at least nine or ten, the Hay- 
Herran treaty, embodying Colombia's own 


suggestions and ideas as to what the canal 
treaty should be, was drawn up and sub {| 


mitted to both governments. The United 
States promptly ratified it, and then to 
everybody's amazement Colombia just as 
promptly rejected the document drawn 
along lines of her own suggestion. 

You see, our South American neighbor 
conceived the notion that the pig would 
cut up a great deal fatter if it was kept in 
the pen a while longer. So she began a 
system of negotiations and procrastinations 
and postponements and shilly-shallying and 
hee-hawing, backing and filling that would 


make the dilatory evasions of a Turkish { 


peace commission sound as prompt as an 
old maid’s “yes” to a forlorn-hope proposal. 
The fact is, was equally afraid of get- 
iting too little and of asking for all she 
wanted. “What would you do for $10,000?” 
asked a walking actor, homeward-bound 
over the ties, of a companion du voyage.

In the midst of which a mighty arm, the 
arm of a wearied and exasperated govern-

To increase the Colombian irritation, not 
long after all this a revolution revoluted in 
Panama, one of the ordinary garden variety 
which reaches maturity in twenty-four 
hours. This one lasted longer because 
President Roosevelt issued the “fifty-mile 
order” prohibiting the Colombian troops 
from approaching within fifty miles of Pan- 
ama. This is about as close as the oppos- 
ing forces in a South, American revolution 
usually care to come to each other. But 
this case was different. Because the new 
republic of Panama was éstablished with- 
out molestation, and the money for the 
Canal Zone and all the appurtenances, dips, 
spurs, angles, leads and sinuosities thereto 
appertaining was paid to Panama, and 
Colombia was left standing in a bleak and 
driving winter rain, performing that func- 
tion commonly known in nocturnal snipe- 
hunting as “holding the bag.”

Kidney Blow Barred by New 
York Commission. 


“ fhe most common knockout blows 
are those on the chin, the angle of the 
jaw, the stomach, the heart, the kid- 
ney and sometimes the liver. A blow 
to the chin is transmitted through the 
lower jaw backward and upward to 
its sockets at either side of the base af 
the skull, directly over which rests the 
brain. And the brain thus jarred suf- 
fers concussion. 

There are four general degrees of 
concussion, according to Physical Cul- 
ture. Boxers usually suffer from only 
the first two, a simple jarring with no 
injury and a bruising with little in- 
jury and quick recovery. 

The symptoms of the slighter forms 
of brain concussion are momentary 
loss of consciousness, giddiness, men- 
tal confusion and pale face. 

The signs of the more severe forms 
are prolonged unconsciousness, feeble 
Pulse, pale face, shallow breathing, 
cold surface, muscular relaxation, 
sweating and vomiting. The man can 
be roused with difficulty but responds 
Pnerily and immediately relapses into 
somnolent condition. He Illes 
curled upon his side with eyes tightly 
closed and he resents any effort at 
changing his posture. The pupils of 
the eyes are contracted. 

AID FOR INJURED. 


_. The first aid treatment in the rare. 
Severe cases should be as follows: 
Primarily, rest and quictude must be 
insisted upon in all instances. Under 
mo circumstances should alcoho! be 
given (and, by the way, a drink of 
whisky is the first thing most people’ 
think of in case of an injured person.) 
for if there is hemorrhage into the 
brain tissue the alcohol will make the 
bleeding more profuse.

SWISS COMMERCIAL UNION. | 

Provides Conmercial Education for 

Young Men fer Business Pursuits 

With Benefit and Sa Branches. 

{Washington Star:] The Swiss 
Commercial Union, the chief aim of 
which is the education of young men 
engaged in commercial pursuits, has, 
according to the annual report just 
published, a membership of 18,000, 
with eighty-seven 4 t sections, 
Consul Murphy writes from 8t. Gall. 
That the educational facilities+ pro- 
vided by the union are appreciated is 
evidenced by the 625 classes under 
instruction during the 
year with 11,800 pupils. Of these, 49 
per cent. were acquiri es, 
24 per cent. followed the commercial 
course and 17 per cent. general school 
studies. Apprentice examinations 
were held in twenty-eight districts 
and of 1110 candidates, 994 passed 
successfully and were awarded di- 
plomas. 

Two new and important books were 
published by. the union during the 
year—commercial arithmetic and 
commercial law. The “Schweizerische 
Kaeufmennische Central-Blatt,” an 
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ably-conducted journal published by 
the union, attained a circulation of 
15,400. ' The lecture courses were un- 
usually well attended; the sick benefit 
funds, the savings funds, the helping 
fund and the employment bureau 
were all operated successfully, the 
latter having procured positions for 
2242 members. 

During the year $164,000 was ex- 
pended for educational purposes, of 
which $117,300 went for teachers’ 
salaries. The Swiss Federal govern- 
ment gave the union $58,286, the can- 
tons donated $28,178, the communes 
and.counties $21,230, and commercial 
organizations $11,773, while tuition 
fees amounted to $34,933. Decisive 
measures that were taken by the un- 
ion brought about higher wages to 
enable its members to meet the in- 
creased cost of living, and a new form 
of employment contract was adopted. 

An analysis of the membershi 
shows that 62 per cent. of the 18,0 
members are above 25 years of age, 


only 3 per cent. are leas than 19 years; 
89% per cent. of the members are 
Swiss, 10% per cent. foreigners; 60 
per cent. are single and 40 per cent. 
married. German is the native 
tongue of 83 per cent. of the member- 
ship, French is 83 per cent., Italian 4 
per cent., while 5 per cent. have other 
native tongues: 14 per cent. are em- 
ployers and 86 per cent. employees. 
The union has been in existence over 
fifty years, and the St. Gall section 
is preparing for the celebration of its 
fiftieth anniversary In December, next.

A REALTY SENSATION. 

The sale of the huge tract now 
commonly known as the “Tejon 
ranchos” by the heirs of Gen. Edward 
F. Beale to a syndicate composed of 
about thirty Los Angeles investors 
was the real estate sensation of 1912 
This great pastoral 
empire, lying in the elbow formed by 
the Sierra Nevada and Coast Ranges 
at the southern end of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, approximates in size the 
State of Rhode Island, including with- 
in the confines of its four great Span 
ish grants more than 276,000 acres 
of land in one body. 

The Tejon ranchos, at the time they 
passed out of the possession of Trux- 
ton Beale and his two sisters, Mrs. 
John R.. McLean and Madame Bach- 
metieff, were in essentially the same 
condition as when Gen. Beale himself 
took up his residence on the tract. 
Like their father, the heirs of the dis- 
tinguished scholar, warrior and trans- 
continental surveyor paid no atten- 
tion to the practical financial exploita- 
tion of the enormous holding. For 
fifty years the property, though boast- 
ing an incalculable wealth of unde- 
veloped agricultural and horticultural 
possibilities, together with unes- 
timated, though certain, timber and 
mineral resources, was permitted to 
remain what Beale first made ft, a 
live-stock rancho. 

Gen. Beale bougfit the southern- 
most unit of the 3M, the La 
Liebre grant of 48,799 acres, while 
he was Surveyor-General of California 
—an appointee of President Lincoln. 
At the same time he came into pos- 
seasion of the Ranche Castaic of 22,- 
178 acres. His next purchase was 
the original Tejon grant of $7,612 
acres, and a little later he acquired 
Los Alamos grant of 26,626 acres. 
Purchases of railroad lands and other 
tracts, made from time to time during 
the years that followed, brought the 
total acreage up to the present pro- 
portions. 

The property Nes for the greater 
part in Kern county, although a con- 
siderable portion of the south end is 
in Los Angeles county. The entire 
distance from the north end of the 
Tejon grant, a point. about fifteen 
miles east of Bakersfield, to the south 
end of La Liebre grant is forty-two 
miles in a straight line and at its 
widest part the tract is about thirty 
miles across. 

Tejon Phas, the gap between the 
Sierra Nevada and Coast Ranges 
selected by the State High Com- 
mission as the route for the $18,000,- 
000 roadway now  0»being 
through California from end to end, 
is entirely within the Castaic grant of 
the property and is expected to play 
a vital part in the establishment of 
communication between the great 
ranch holding and ae outside world, 
orice the contemplated developments 
are under way. 

SAVED WATER RIGHTS. 


Gen. Beale in surveying the prop- 
erty so ran his lines as to secure the 
horticultural purposes. One thing 
water sources of the score or more 
streams flowing into the valleys<on 
the ranches, doing so entirely with an 
eye to the future of the property as a 
grazing region. It is not believed 
that he ever seriously considered the 
possibility of utilizing these water 
sources for the extensive irrigation 
of arable lands for agricultural ana 
is certain, however, Beale, in survéy- 
ing the tract as he did, secured for 
the rancho for all time water rights 
that make feasible the development of 
at least 150,000 acres of table, foot- 
hill and valley lands in the ranchos. 
Men with capital, push and big ex- 
perience now propose to accomplish 
what the original owner of the prop- 
erty probably never dreamed of at- 
tem pting——the conversion of the hold- 
ing into one of the richest soll prin- 
Cipalities in the world. 

Beale, himself, was well aware of 
the soil fertility of his plain, hill. and 
mountain lands. At the ranch head- 
quarters he caused to be developed 
in the years before he came to take 
up @ permanent residence in Wash- 
ington about 100 acres of high table 
land directly in the course of a clear 
mountain stream.. Here, with simple 
wooden gates tapping the natural 
year-around flow and conducting it to 
lateral ditches, there was developed 
an orange grove, the product of which 
has always been is today as 
nearly perfect as citrus fruit can grow.

At the time of the recent damaging 
frostea the small groves at the Tejon 
ranch-house suffered no damage, 
practically all the fruit having been 
previously picked. A small nursery 
containing 5000 young orange tr 
some less than a year old, was not 
affected, although in no way pro- 
tected from the elements. The pres- 
ent owners of the ranch, as the result 
of their observations, deciare that 
they have a great advantage over the 
citrus growers south of the Tehachepi, 
once they begin the development of 
the lands of the Tejon Ranchos, be- 
cause their fruit will be ripened, 
picked and in storage before frost 
can get to them. 

It is such favorable indications and 
conditions as these, say those taking 
over the 6000-acre tract conveyed by 
the ranch owners during the past 
week, that influenced the members of 
the buying corporation to announce 
their intention of developing the 
whole acquisition as a citrus grove 
holding. Tho 5000-acre piece lies on

The ex- 
ample may do good, and practice of 
common sense always makes profit.” 
Sturdy common sense is Raymond 
Poincare'’s god, and Paris, which has 
a knack of nicknames, has translated 
his name into one sirviaap—Sveridese 
Squarepoint.

PRESIDENTS PETS. 
He has always had pets. It is siz- 
nificant that his first pet was a par- 
rot, and,that he loved the bird be- 
cause “teaching my lessons to Ray- 
mond”’—the parrot was named like 
his master-——“teaches them to me at 
the same time.” 
A couple of days before his elec- 
tion to the Presidency of the republic 
M. Raymond Poincare disappeared 
for a whole morning. He had gone 
to find out what was wrong with 
some goldfish belonging to his broth- 
er, Lucien. He found out that the 
food they had was disagreeing with 
them, and he cured the goldfish be- 
ing he returned to see to his, elec- 
n. 
He served his country near the 
frontier at Nancy. His officers were 
struck by the peculiarities of the 
young soldier who seized every spare 
moment, even on march during 
Maneuvers, to read. He got the 
sergeant’s stripe before he left the 
service, and was made lieutenant of 
the reserve afterwards. He has since 
been promoted, and is a captain of 
the reserve now. And this rank of 
his reminds me that Raymond Poin- 
earé has as yet not the right to wear 
the red ribbon of the Legion of Honor, 
though in less than a month he will 
be the Grand Master of the order, and 
the hawkers who sell his portaait on 
the boulevards show him with the 
broad red ribbon across his shirt- 
front. 


DOMESTIC LIFE. ‘ 
Seven years ago, soon after his 
marriage, Raymond Poincare built 
himself a comfortable little country 
house at Sampigny, in the department 
of the Meuse. He loves this corner 
of France, where he was born and 
bred, because of the tranquillity he 
gets there. “I like the feeling,” he 
said once, “that nobody thinks it 
necessary to take off his hat to me 
down there, and everybody calls me 
‘Monsieur Raymond.’ 
His father died two years ago. His 
mother has since lived almost entirely 
with M. Poincare and his wife—a 
charming woman, very pretty, and a 
delightful hostess. She was, it is 
said, once a dancer at the Scala Thea- 
ter in Milan, but of this I am not 
absolutely certain. 
There is little need to. say much 
about Raymond Poincare's ‘political 
career. It has been of such steady 
advance that everybody in following 
the history of France has followed 
the political history of M. Poincare. 
Throughout his whole history one 
thing has been peculiarly remarkable 
—his thoroughness in everything 
which he has undertaken, his quiet 
and painstaking methods, and the 
inevitable way in which he has in- 
variably succeeded in everything 
which ‘he has undertaken. «“Fallure,” 
he sald not long ago, “should never 
come. It usually means a want of 
preparation. There is no difficulty in 
getting what you want. either for your 
country or for yourself, either in the 
smaller things of life or fh the great- 
er, if you are perfectly certain what 
you want and take the necessary time 
and trouble to find out the best meth-

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CALIFORNIAN’S VOCABULARY. 


Terms in Vernacular of the Southwest Suggested by “El 
Rodeo”’ for Charity. — 


HE historical heritage of the 
true-blue Californian embraces a 
goodly list of words and expres- 
sions that have come down from a by- 
gone age, bequeathed by the Spanish 
regime and the old Mexican days. 
For the sake of our romantic past 
jane to preserve the true historic’ per- 
spective it. is fitting that certain sig- 
nificant institutions of an earlier 
epoch be commemorated, important 
anniversaries celebrated, and inter- 
esting events marked with appro- 
priate ceremony. Thus the faithful 


portraiture of our mission history by 
means of verse and drama, the revivi- 
fying of the wondrous “Days of '49” 
by renewed celebration and the pains- 
taking endeavors of monuments com- 
mittees play an important part in the 
education in things Californian not 
only of the throngs of easterners that 
swell our population but also of mul- 
titudes of our own young native sons 
. and daughters. 

The repetition of scenes from the 
Rodeo for the benefit of sweet charity 
offers occasion for making a plea for 
a more general study of the fasel- 
nating features of our historic past. 
As a slight contribution a partial 
catalogue of significant terms—most- 
ly from the Spanish—with brief ac- 
companhying statements of meaning 
and application in California history, 
is herewith presented. 

El Rodeo—First of all, what is the 
Rodeo? The word is commonly 
translated “round-up;” and to under- 
stand its historical significance it is 
only necessary to recall that In the 
eare-free days of the Spanish Dons 
there was no need of keeping one's 
. ‘cattle on his own land. The ear-mark 
and the brand of the young, regis- 
tered with the government, estab- 
lished their ownership. The ranchero 
(owner) sometimes found his ani- 
mals fifty or sixty miles away from 
his grant. The rodeo was the gather- 
ing at one point (usually a circular 
plat) of all the cattle from the sur- 
rounding ranches for the purpose of 
counting ands branding the young. 
Each ranchero, assisted by his num- 
erous vaqueros (cowboys,) skilfully 
-|separated from the general herd all 
animals bearing his earmarks and 
brand, and drove them off to his own 
ranch, the young calves being allowed 
to follow their mothers. The round- 
up occurred in the spring of the year, 
often extending throughout a week, 
and was presided over by a “Judge of 
the Plains,”” whose function it was 
to arbitrate questions of difference be- 
tween owners. It often assumed large 
proportions, as, for example, in the 
ease of Joaquin Bernal, owner of 
the Santa Teresa rancho near San 
Jose, who is said to have branded 
annually not less than 6000 head of 
young stock. Naturally many horses 
were required, and each ranchero and 
vaquero had his favorite mount. Per- 
fect ridingawas expected as a mat- 
ter of course. 

While the rodeo was primarily a 
matter of business, it Was even more 
interesting as a social! institution; for 
the boys especially it was the one 
great occasion of the entire year. 
There was generally more of amuse- 
ment than of labor. Hospitality was 
unbounded and became prov

all ended in the elaborate fandango 
(dance,) participated in by the ranch 
folk of every estate from far and 
near. Truly the memory of el rodeo 
can never grow dim on the pages of 
California's romantic history. 


Fandango—This word is frequently 
used to designate any dance of low 
order, even the ceremonial dance of 
the wild Indians; it {fs more accurately 
applicable to a dance introduced in- 
to the West Indies by the Guinea 
negroes, and later to a dance of the 
common people. One of the best 
descriptions of the California n- 
dango is found tin Dana's “Two Years 
Before the Mast.” The use of cas- 
carones (egg-shelis filled with finely- 
cut gold and silver paper and 
cologne or colored water,) Was very 
common, and sometimes the sport 
became so rude as to endanger the 
dresses of the sencritas and the faces 
of the cavaliers. 


Fiesta, a feast day or holiday. This 
was of frequent occurrence in Cali- 
fornia as tn all Latin countries, pre- 
senting an important phase of social 
and religious life. 

Vaquero, usually translated “cow- 
boy,” but denoting in its better sense 
a horseman or trainer of horses; as 
such his chief business was.to manage 
wild horses or break bronchos (un- 
trained young horses) to bit and sad- 
dle. Thus “broncho busting” becomes 

a leading feature in all representations 

aa western life. Many vaqueros found 
steady employment on certain 
ranches, while others went from 
ranch to ranch practicing their trade 
as. needed. 
_Caballero, a knightly gentleman of 
the old pein They always thought of as 
riding gracefully on his favorite 
mount. 

El Patron (or la patrons.) the 
master or mistress of the household 
in the early ranch days of Califor- 
nia. The typical family included from 
twelve to twenty ‘children, besides 
retinue of Indian servants; all were 
carefully taught to show marked re- 
spect towards master and mistress. 

Lariat, a smal! but very strong rope 
of rawhide or horse hair, used for 
lassoing or tethering animals. Also 
called reata, or riata. This was an 
indispensable article in the equipment 
of every vaquero. 

Sombrero, the wide-beimmed hat 
still: used extensively in California as 
well as in Mexico. The ornamenta- 
tion of the sombrero, including band, 
tassel and jewels, was sometimes very 
elaborate.’ making it. an object of 
considerable value and genuine pride 
to the owner. 

Hacienda, a landed estate equipped 
for stock raising, etc., as a revenue- 
producing establishment. The Mezi- 
can hacienda in some instanées com- 
prised not simply miles, but scores 
of square leagues of land. 
 Slesta, an after-dinner nap, com- 
‘monly indulged , though not pe- 
cullar to the Californians. 

Manana, tomorrow. The proverbial 
reply to many wyuestion demanding 
prompt action; indicative of the tree- 
dom from strenuositvy and of the all 
too common tendency to procrastin- 
ate. Why do aything today that can 
be put off till tomorrow! Manana! 

Matanza, the season of cattle-kill- 
ing for their hides, which constituted 
the chief article of commerce of the 
early Californians.

The company (to say nothing 
of the public) suffered great loss by 
that strike which was begun because 
of the (proper) discharge of a drunk- 
en locomotive engineer. 

Boot and shoe operatives of Eng- 
land demand a 48-hour week without 
reduction of wages; a minimum wage 
of $8.76 a week for all adults: em- 
ployees to be counted as boys up 
to 21 years of age: abolition of all 
overtime; abolition of ferale labor 
in the clicking, presa, lasting and fin- 
ishing departments, and a long list of 
other changes. A strike is feared. 

The Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britian is balloting on the question of. 
a five days’ working week for all 
miners in the country. This looks as 
if the last strike settlement will not 
Stay “settled.” 

The atrike fever shows no signs of 
abatement. Gompers and Morrison 
claim to now have 40,000 of the more 
than 100,000 Steel Corporation work- 
ers on the Federation rolls and Mor- 
rison has called a general strike. This 
in spite of the 10 to 16 per cent. 
wages raise just granted. It has long 
been a grievance of Gompers that all 
the Stee! Corporation's workers are 
not unionized. The direct cause of 
Morrison's strike order is the refusal 
of the Steel Corporation officers to 
meet representatives of the striking 
employees of the American Steel and 
Wire Company, a subsidiary organi- 
zation. Morrison is talking reckless- 
ly, telling the men that they and their 
families will not suffgr when out on 
strike, if it laste even as long as a4 
year. This ts a wild assertion, partic- 
ularly if 40,000 strike. To carry out 
the promise that 40,000 and their de- 
pendents will have to be supported, 


contribute to a strike fund. That cuts 
into the union finances two ways at 
the same tim. Here again a great 
strike ia to be started without any Ir- 
fermation to the public about griev- 
ances, if any, of the workers. All that 
is wald about that ie “better working 
conditions wanted,’ without any de- 
tatla about the present working con- 
ditions. What Gompers and Morrison 
really want is “recognition of the 
union” so as to make the American 
Federation of Labor more important 
and increase its yearly revenue. In- 
creased revenue is needed because in 
1912 the Federation paid out $70,000 
more than its receipts of $207.000. 
Since 1881 the Federation of Labor 


self, in many cases, far too ready 
to break its own cortracts. 

Labor leaders predict a speedy set- 
tlement of the Boston strike of 5000 
garment workers. The strike commit- 
tee has backed dewn from its refusal 
to accept mediation by the State 
Board of Conciliation, and Arbitra- 
tion. 

Ninety-five to $8 per cent. of the 
telegraphers on the Queen and Cres- 
cent and on the Southern railroads 
have voted to strike unless their de- 
mands for increased pay and better 
working conditions are granted. 

Rechester, N. Y., seems to be in 
sight of a gettlement of its clothing 
strike. Strikers and manufacturers 
both express themselves as willing 
to meet and bring their difficulties 
to an end. One striker has lost her 
life in a riot. An employer and five 
male strikers are under arrest. The 
clothing manufacturers themselves 
ask the present grand jury to look 
inte the conditions in the Rochester 
clothing factories. 

Havana, Cuba, has a general strike 
of truck drivers, paralyzing ali freight 
traffic. The trouble is over minor con- 
ditions in their municipal licenses. 

About 700 hotel workers and other 
hotel help lost their jobs by the strike 
and are walking the streets of New 
York looking for work. That's more 
“work” than the hotel strike leaders, 
Ettor, Giovannitti, and Elizabeth Gur- 
ley, are doing. 1.W.W. labor supports 
them witheut work, as it does W. D. 
Haywood. 

Chicago garment-workers are get- 
ting a strike fund together in response 
to a secret order. Each member of 
the clothing unions, is assessed $5. 
Labor leaders say thie Chicago strike 
fund, when completed, will amount 
to more than $200,000. 

The American Federation of Labor 
(Gompers and Co.,) is arranging a 
campaign to’ unionize all the unor- 
ganized workers in the United States, 
and to enroll immigrants a5 soon as 
they land in the country. This means 
a iife and death struggle between the 
A. F. and L. and the 1.W.W. The cam- 
paign will use 500,000 pamphlets, 
printed in thirteen languages. This 
= almed at the steel, sugar, textile, 
rubber and packing-house industries. 
it’s another of Gomper's ways: of 
“preventing strikes.” 

Ninety per cent. of the 230,000 fire-. 
men employed on the fifty-four east- 
ern railroads have voted to strike, 
failing arbitration under the Erd- 
man act. The companies stand out 
for mutually selected arbitration, as 
in the engineers’ case. If the strike 
occurs it ill tle up every eastern 
railroad and subject more than half 
the people of the United States to 
great suffering, in the face of the 
railroads’ offer to submit all mat- 
ters in contrayversy to an unbiased ar- 
bitration commission of five, seven, or 
nine men. Under .the engineers’ ar- 
bitration award by an “unbiased com- 
mission,” the men got also back ad- 
vance pay to the amount of $1,000,- 
000. 

A porcelain strike is on‘at Trenton, 
N. J. 4 in one week dynamite was 
used to wreck buildings. Part of one 
strike plant was wrecked and another 
narrowly escaped. Much. strike vie- 
lence is occurring. 

Rochester, N. Y., clothing employ- 
ers are still firm in refusing recog- 
nition of the union. 

A garment-workers’ strike is on 
at Baltimore. Led by women, forty- 
one .strikers were arrested for dis- 
turbance. Eight of them are women. 
Newark, N. J., has a strike in the 
same trade, and there is much riot- 
ing. 

The lower house of the Arizona 
Legislature votes down the attempt 
to put the union label on its station- 
ery.

QUARTER BILLION DOLLARS 
COST OF BRITISH STRIKE. 


‘Wage Earners the Principal Losers Through Closing — 
Down of Coal Mines—Sixty Million Working Days 
and More Irretrievably Squandered During the Past. 
Year in One Labor Difficul ty in England. 


ONDON, Feb. 15.—[Special Dis- 
patch.) One of the outstanding 
facts that emerge from a review 
of the state of the labor market in 
1912, is the colossal costiiness of 
strikes. Last year, it will be remem- 
bered, was marked by the biggest 
strike in our industrial history—the 
strike of the coal ‘miners in March 


for a minimum wage. The stoppage 
was complete in every coal field of 
the country; 1,096,947 workers un- 
derground and on the surface of the 
pits stopped work, and the strike, ex- 
tending over the full month ‘of March, 
involved the loss of 31,567,000 work- 
ing days. 

The loss of employment to the 
workers in other trades was prob- 
ably equal in extent to that of the 
miners, which wotld mean the loss 
of another 31)667,000 days. If we 
take the average earnings of the strik- 
ers, and if those who were thrown 


ings per day, this would represent a 
loss in wages of 26,783,500 pounds. 
This is only a small portion of the 
loss occasioned by the strike, as there 
was the drop in rafiway | feceipts, 
which ran into millions, and the loss 
of production in all the trades af- 
fected, bringing the total cost of the 
strike up to 50,000,000 sterling.

REPORTS ON WAGES 
AND CONDITIONS. 


} Timely Bulletins from All Parts 
ef the World. 
Ninety-nine per cent. of the exist- 
ing American labor-discontent is ut- 
tefly unwarranted; certainly as far as 
discontent with existing American 
rates of wages its concerned. In no 
country of the world are wages within 
100 to 300 per cent. as high as they 
are in the United States for similar 
kinds of work. In this column on 
February 2 and February 9 compari- 
sons of American high wages with 
foreign low wages were given and 
further examples are now adduced: 
Pottery Wages. 

Frank H. Hutchins of the Brother- 
hood of Potters, testifying before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House a few days ago said: 

“In England pottery wages are 100 
per cent. lower than in this country. 
In Germany they are 20 per cent. low- 
er than in England. In France and 
Holland they are 30 per cent. lower 
than in England. in Japan they are 
shane 45 per cent. lower than in Eng- 
lan 

And these are the countries with 
whose makes of pottery American 
pottery has chiefly to compete. 


Working hours are never less than 
ten daily. The above rates are av- 
erage. In some cases the pay is as 
little as 2 cents an hour. In no case 
does the pay go higher than 60 cents 
a day, or $3.60 a2 week, maximum, 
and, $1.20 a week minimum. Ameri- 
can working women, especially in the 
trades named, would strike and strike 
if they had to face such low wages as 
women workers in France are glad to 
work for. |

The railroads themselves took the in- 
itiative, forming the bureau of explo- 
sives of the American Railway 
Association, which was charged with 
the control and supervision of all mat- 
ters connected with. the handling and 
transporting of explosives by the car- 
riers.

in wood pulp or other composition, 
may leak, the nitroglycerine oozing 
out. This, of course, is highly dan- 
gerous, as nitroglycerine is one of the 
most destructive and volatile explo- 
sives known to man. Violations of 
the rules prescribing manner of pack- 
ing or preparing explosives may be 
visited with eighteen months’ impris- 
onment or a fine of $2000. : 

There are several methods of stay- 
ing and bracing. Brackets holding 
the board at the foot of the cargo are 
nailed to the car floor. In packing 
the goods lengthwise great care must 
be exercised to see that cleats or 
handies do not interfere with the 
process. By placing one row of boxes 
a couple of inches above the other— 
which is done by nailing strips on 
the floor—secure interlocking of the 
boxes against jarring is obtained. The 
greatest care is 
jecting metal parts 
wood: draft-bolts, king-bolts and bolt 
heads, for instance; for these may 
penetrate the boxes and allow the 
explosives to run out. 

The car is never filled to the roof 
with explosives, but generally only 
three or four feet deep. Some ship- 
ments only occupy a small space. The 
loading begins at either end of the 
car and proceeds towards the middle, 
where solid gates are firmly placed 
against the boxes. Another method f& 
to cover the entire car floor and place 
planks crosswise to hold the box tiers 
close and snug. 

PILING KEGS OF POWDER. 

Kegs of powder are piled so as to 
interlock, the bottom of the chime 
of one keg engaging with the top 
part of the chime of the keg immedi- 
ately in front and below it. Braces 
placed crosswise and secured by 
notched cleats nailed to the sides of 
the car, hold the ends of the kegs and 
also hold the lower tier from becom- 
ing disarranged by any springing of 
the car floor. The entire cargo holds 
intact—which ts very important. 

The most rigid rules hedge in such 
matters as the driving of nalls in 
placing the stays and braces. Lum- 
ber free from knots is used, for a 
nail may be deflected by a knot and 
perforate a can of powder or a box 
of dynamite. 

The precautions against premature 
explosion are not confined to the box- 
ing. handling and shipping of goods: 
but concern equally the condition of 
the car in which they are packed 
and transported. This car—which is 
60,000 
pounds capacity—must not have a 
loose board, a’ hole or a crack that 
wili permit ingress to a spark. The 
dovurs must fit close and be thorough- 
and journal- 
boxes must be in first-class working 
order before the car starts on its 
journey. Furthermore, the car must 
be carefully swept out before a single 
package of explosive is placed in it. 


SUCCESSFUL BEAR TRAP.

“At about 4 o'clock tn the morning 
we were suddenly awakened by a 
mighty confusion, such a4 noise as is 
made when an entire menagerie is 
engeged in mortal combat. We rushed 
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handiest lanterns we could find. 
Breaking inte the camp we found 
that a monstrous black bear, in at- 
tempting to enter the camp by way 
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the American Fisheries Society, wae 
in existence prior to 1871. no branch 
of the government was charged with 
this question until that year. But 
matters of importance arising of both 
a foreign and domestic nature Con- 
gress was influenced to pass an act 
creating the office of Commissioner 
of Fish and Fisheries in 1871, its du- 
ties being to prosecute “investigations 
and inquiries on the subject, with a 
view of ascertaining whether any and 
what diminution In the number of 
the food fish of the coast and the 
lakes of the United States had taken 
place; and if so, to what causes the 
same is due; and also whether any 
and what protective, prohibitery or 
precautionary measures should be 
adopted in the premises.” 

From the outset the work of the 
bureau naturally fell under the three 
general heads of scientific investiga- 
tion, fishery inquiry and fish culture. 
This same classification, extended and 
perfected, enters into the organization, 
at the present time. Approximately | 
350 persons form the present per-| 
sonnel of the bureau, of whom all but 
about ninety are at outside stations, 
laboratories or on vessels. The land 
owned and occupied by the bureau at 
its fish-cultural and biological stations 
covers an aggregate area of 12,000 
acres, with a value of $240,000. Im- 
provements and equipments at these 
stations represent more than $1,000,- 
000, while other property of the bu- 
reau includes four seagoing steam and 
sall vessels, twenty steam launches 
and 150 small sall, power and row 
boats, which, with equipment, are 
valued at about $300,000. Six fish 
transportation cars are worth $45,000. 
The aggregate invertment of the na- 
tional government in property devoted 
to the fishery service ts thus about 
$1,585,000. And in the beginning $5000 
was appropriated for its work and no 
salary for its head! 

At the time of the formation of the} 
bureau. artificial propagation of fishes 
was not contemplated, but was insti- 
tuted by an act of Congress a year aft- 
er its establishment. The fishes to 
which attention was first given were 
the shad, Atlantic salmon and white- 
fish. The work proved so popular 
that it was extended annually, and 
soon overshadowed all other branches. 
The policy followed by the bureau, as 
enunciated by . Goode, has been 
that it is better to expend a small 
amount of public money in making 
fish so abundant that they can be 
caught without restriction and serve 
as cheap food for the people at large 
than to expend a much larger sum in 
preventing the people from catching 
the few fish that still remain after 
generations of improvidence. 

The actual work of the bureau has 
followed this line, to increase the fish 
life of this country instead of devot- 
ing ite time to the enactment and en- 
forcément of fishery legislation. In 
thie work the United States govern- 
ment has a special and unique claim 
to be styled “paternal.” The stocking 
of waters with food fishes ts a direct 
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dividual to the State, Dr. Butler saw 
three views to be taken. One was that 
the individual was nothing and the 
community everything; another that 
the community was everything 
and the individual nothing. 
“If anarchy be the result of. the 
first of these views, stagnation is the 
result of the second,” he continued. 
“The western peoples from the time 
of the Greeks have endeavored to | 
avoid both anarchy and stagnation 
by adopting and acting upon a third 
point of view. This point of view, 
in contradistinction to  individual- 
ism on the one hand‘and to commun- 
iem on the other, I call institutional- 
ist, for the reason that it looks upon 
the individual as finding his highest 
purpose not in antagonizing his itner- 
ests to those of his fellows, but in us- 
ing his freedom and his power of 
initiative to help them build and 
maintain the Institutions that are 
civilization. 
TWO-PARTY SYSTEM BEST. 
Dr. Butler then turned to the two- } 
party system, giving this opinion: 
The parliamentary history of Great 
Britain and of the United States 
demonstrated that free government 
will progress most rapidly and most 
equitably if i is conducted under a 
system in which two political parties, 
differing sharply on some funda- 
mental principle of government, stand 
over against each other as opponents 


Six methods of gaining real progress 
were put forward by Dr. Butler. He 
commended. the suggestion that ifn 
future amendment’ to the Fédqal 
Constitution be submitted to the 
States for ratification when passed by 
a majority vote of both Houses of 
Congress in two successive Congresses, 
and when ¢o submitted be voted upon 
either by the Legislatures, by conven- 
tions in each State, or'directly by the 
voters, and when so voted upon, be 
ratified whenever accepted by a ma- 
jority of the State, on cond#ion that 
the ratifying States also contain a 
majority of the population of all the 
States. 

He noted that the people were dis- 
satisfied with the present method of 
nominating and electing public of- 
ficers, but disagreed with proposed 
remedies, 

“It is my belief,” he argued, “that 
the rapid development of legislation 
controlling political party organiza- 
tion and procedure is not a step for- 
ward, but rather backward—or per- 
haps sideways; and that real progress 
lies in a different direction. 

“The method of the direct primary 
is probably advantageous within 
relatively small and homogeneous 
communities, where men Know each 
other and where candidates for office 
can be discussed with some degree “of 
understanding and personal acquaint- 
ance. That it will be highly disad- 
vantageous to substitute the direct 
primary for the method of the con- 
vention and conference when large 
areas are involved, such as a great 
State or the nation as a whole, I am 
entirely certain.” 


EXPERTS TO FRAME OUR LAWS. 

Reform in our legislative machinery 
was his third subject. Loosely-drawn 
laws, leading to litigation and delay, 


at present tend to defeat the popular | 


will. He would have commissions of | 
experts to draft bills instead of the 
present haphazard system. 

As a means of bringing continuity 
and coherence to our governmental 
policy, he put forward the plan to 
give the national Cabinet officers a 
voice in the proceedings of Congress. 

“That this action would, if taken,” 
he set forth, “greatly increase the ef- 
ficiency of our government and bring 
the executive ‘and the legislative 
branches into closer understanding of 
each other's nethods and purposes, 
without in the least trenching upon 
the independence and authority of 
either, seems to me quite certain. One 
of the most valuable features in the 
business of the House of Commons is 
the asking by members of the Heuse 
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of specific questions on matters con- 
cerning which the public wishes in- 
formation, or about which some criti- 
cism or discussion has arisen. Many 
a long and useless speech that now 
extends over pages of the Congres- 
sional Record would be saved if a 
responsible Cabinet offleer were at 
hand to give immediate answer to a 
efinite question, or to offer a state- 
ment of fact.” 

His fifth point was that a new Con- 
gress should come into being within 
sixty or ninety days of an election, 
and his sixth, that tge short ballot 
should be adopted. 

“A government must first of all 
make certain its own security and sta- 
bility,” he declared. “It must then 
labor to advance the national ideal 
and at the same time strive to take 
ah honorable part in the life and as- 
pirations of the world as a whole. 

“In such ways as these lies the path 
of true progress in polities. That path 
ie not to be found amid the morasses 
of discontent, or class feeling, of the 
grasping for privilege and monopoly. 
or by making the individual lean con- 
stantly more heavily upon the com- 
munity for maintenance and support. 
It is to be found rather out on the 
clear and sunlit heights of individual 
opportunity,. where a fair chance is 
given to every man to stard erect and 
to do a man's work in the world, 
knowing that thereby he is serving 
the state and helping to build civili- 
zation on a yet securer basis.” 


THE SPAN OF LIFE. 


Average Age of Man Is Lengthening 
But There Is a Singular Difference 
in the Longevity of Animals. 
[Harper's Weekly:] In the Middle 
Ages the average span of human life 
was about 30 years. The average 
among civilized peoples is now about 
40 years. The startling prophecy that 
man would sometime only begin to 
understand life at 100 does not seem 
SO unreasonabie, perhaps, when we 
consider the span of life allotted to 
vegetables and to other animals. There 
exists at the present time in the island 
of Ceylon a tree which was planted 
28§ years before Christ. In the sub- 
urbs of Athens travelers are shown 
the olive tree of Pilato, which is 2000 
years old. The plantain tree of Hippoc- 
rates, the father of medicine, is 2300 
years old, while the giant redwood 
trees of California are estimated to 
have lived at least twenty centuries. 
Tourists in Hildesheim, Germany, are 
never allowed to pass the famous so- 
called “thousand-year rosebush” in 
the grounds of the cathedral. ‘The list 
of legendary trees might be indefinite- 
ly extended and world trees include 
the chestnuts of Etra, the walnut trees 
of St. Nicholas in Lorena, the olives of 
Jerusalem, the yew trees of Yorkshire. 
Eng., which are 1000, 2000 and 2500 


years old, and the cypresases of Mexico, 


which are considered the oldest trees 
in the world. 

These figures are taken from the 
data of Dr. Legrand, a well-known 
French naturalist. He also points out 
singular differences in the longevity of 
animals of varying species. The croc- 
odile and the carp live, he says, 300 
years; the elephant and the whale 200; 
the falcon 150; the parrot and the 
eagie 100; the lion and the rhinoceros 
60; the goose, common pike, and pell- 
can 60; the hart and vulture 40; the 
ass, bull and camel 30; the horse 25; 
the peacock from 23 to 25; the pig, 
bear, cow, pigeon, cat, dog, deer, wolf, 
and the fresh-water lobster 20 years; 
the duck, nightingale, lark, fox and 
pheasant 15; the canary and the crick- 
et average 10; the rabbit lives 8; the 
squirrel! and hare 7. Insects which 
undergo metamorphosis live usually 
from 1 to 2 years and there are files 
whose ‘span of life is one day. Na- 
ture, it will be seen, shows man no 
special favor or disfavor among the 
animals. The great epidemics which 
have disappeared at the edict of sci- 
ence, together with intelligence in the 
matter of living, are the chief causes 
which are favoring and will in the fu- 
ture favor man’s longevity. sx
